Were attention not centered at

more notice. As it is,- the potential' 
importance of this duel of the big.

ing as it may, offensive movements 
of .the infantry on a large scale.

PUBLIC LANDS TO 


AID PRODUCTION 


OF FOOD SUPPLIES 
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Washington, 
April 16.—Millions 


of acres of unalotted public lands in 
the west and the idle farms of the 
east and south were pointed to by 
Secretary Lane in a statement today 
as places where men who do not en- 
list for the firing 
line may serve 


their country as effectually as they 
could at-the front. 


"Our people cannot all be fight- 


ers," the secretary said. 
"We must 


have in addition to our armies of 
fighters, armies of producers to sus- 
tain those who straggle, and to 
maintain those for whom, they strug- 
gle.

So. far Cuba is the only war spot

Rica place them practically in the 
list of warring nations and almost 
no doubt remains that Brazil will bo 
at war within a few days.

NEWARK WIRELESS 


STATIONS CLOSED 


BY BAKER'S ORDER 
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Washington, April 16.—All wire- 


less telegraph stations not operated 
by the government were ordered dis- 
mantled during'the war today, by di- 
rection of the secretary, of- the navy. 
Failure of owners to comply will re- 
sult in confiscation of equipment. • 


The action was taken under the 


executive order recently Issued by 
President AVilson directing that the 
navy department take over all radio 
stations. 
The department's 
state- 


ment says: 
"All licenses for-."radio stations on 


shore are suspended for. the duration 
of the war. The secretary of the 
navy has directed that during the 
war all radio sending and receiving 
stations, other than those operated 
by the United States government be 
closed. 
A station is considered- 


closed only when its antennae is'low- 
ered, coiled and sealed; grotind con- 
nections broken and apparatus dis- 
mantled and packed away. It is in- 
cumbent upon the owners themselves 
to close their stations. 
Failure to 


close stations will result in its ap- 
paratus buing confiscated by the gov- 
ernment. 
The owners of a station 


operating in defiance of this order 
wall be lander suspicion of-being an 
enemy alien. 
It is requested that 


full publicity be given this notice, 
5n order that a.1! persons may be ac- 
quainted with these requirements."

AUSTRIA SEEKING PEACE WITH RUSSIANS; 


AIMS OF BOTH NATIONS SAME SAYS VIENNA 


Paris, April 16- — A semi-official statement has been issued in Vienna 


declaring thai Austria desires peace with the Russian people and tbat 
there is no real obstacle to this aim, according to a Zurich dispatch to 
the Radio Agency. .The dispatch quotes a statement issued by a semi- 
official press bureau in Vienna in which it is said tbat the Anstro-Hnnga- 
rian monarchy has taken note of the recent declaration of the Russian 
nrovlslonal government that it does not sack foreign territory bat de- 
sires a durable peace founded on the rights of peoples to dispose of 
themselves. The statement says that the Austro-HnngarJan government 
5s inspired by the same desire and continues: 
"Therefore, both having common ends, it is not difficult to find means 


of arriving at accord. This is m«ch less difficult since his majesty the 
emperor of Austria and kins of Hungary, in perfect union with his a 1- 
licd monarchs wishes to live in future peace and inendship with the 
Russian people."

Washington. April 16.—President 


Wilson received William. J. BJyan at 
the White House this- morning. They 
conferred in the President's rooms 
before he went to his "office. 


Mr. Brian reiterated to the presi- 


dent his offer recently made By tele- 
graph to be of any service he could 
to the government during the war. 


After leaving the president Mr. 


Bryan dictated a statement1'\leclar- 
ing his intention to support the gov- 
ernment in any war plans upon 
which it might decide". He declined, 
however, 
to discuss 
conscription 


specifically. 


In his future speeches about the 


country pending a call from" tie gov- 
ernment for his serrlce, Mr. 'Bryan 
said he would lay "special stress on 
the food situation. He is gathering 
data along that line for us% in his 
addresses. 


Mr. Bryan said he did not care to 


discuss any questions before con- 
gress. 
"Whatever the government 


does is right," he said, "and I shall 
support 31 to the uttermost. I take 
it for granted that the people will 
unitedly support any action taken by 
the government.

or dissension." 


Mr. Bryan said he endorsed any

A man who is very faithful and 


honest in his business may get a

never pushes out for new business, 
the public impression will be that 
he is deathly slow. That is almost 
more of a hoodoo than a reputation 
for downright trickiness. 


Even if after many years he does 


get a certain limited reputation, he 
has to wait long and tedious years j 
for it, and be satisfied during the 
waiting time with very meagre re- 
turns. 
The cheapest and quickest way to 


build up a reputation is by means 
of newspaper advertising. 
An in- 


telligent expense for advertising for j 
six months will go a long way to- " 
ward 
putting a hitherto 
unknown 


merchant on the map. 
People will 


be curious to see what his store will 
look like, then they will be person- 
ally interested to test out some of 
his offerings. 


'Life is short and time Is money. 


The man who doesn't advertise may 
have saved a small item, just as he 
can always save a small 
item by 


turning some clerk out of his sales 
force. 
But he has postponed the 


day when his store will become well 
known, and will acquire a reputa- 
tion for business enterprise. While 
he is sitting still in a' penny wise 
and pound foolish way, his active 
competitor has got busy and is gath- 
ering in the business. 


ADVERTISING. 


The best way for a business man 


to get ahead is to study the methods 
of successful merchants in 
other 


places. If he will do that, the first 
thing that will sirike his attention 
is that the leading merchants are 
advertising as never before. 


It would do some retail dealers 


good to Jun around the country a 
little, buy the newspapers of every 
town they go into, and then see how 
modern advertising is spreading out. 
Let them go up and down the street

AID TO RUSSIA. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


Clearly our first work in the elimi 


nation of autocracy, as the essentia 
to a world of peace and progress, is> 
to aid Russia. The Provisional Gov- 
ernment has not had time to become 
firmly 
established and 
there 
arc 


political and military reasons why the 
German Imperial 
Government 
wil 


make desperate efforts to crush the 
Kussian army, or to arouse insurrec- 
tions, or to bribe civil and militarj 
leaders, with a view to overcoming 
the Russian armies or breaking the 
power of the Provisional Government. 


The military reason is that Russia 


is less formidable than England and 
France, and there is more hope of 
disabling it. At present the English 
and French armies are keeping von 
Hindenburg fully occupied. If he can 
get a respite from them he will turn 
his attention to fiie east. 


The political reason is that a free 


Russia means the end 
of the Ger- 


man autocracv. 
It might not neces- 


sarily mean the overthrow 
of 
the 


Hohenzollern dynasty, but that would 
be a very possible result. It is of the 
utmost importance to the Hohenzol- 
lerns to put free Russia out of action. 


The greatest help we can give to 


free Russia is also the easiest aid for 
us to render. It is money. Russia has 
an inexhaustible supply of men, but 
its resources in money and 
capital 


are relatively limited. It has 
been 


dependent on this country and Japan 
for munitions, and on Great Britain 
for money. Taxation cannot be car- 
ried any further, and the credit of 
Russia in private money markets is 
not the highest. 
Money from 
the 


greatest Republics to the very newest 
of free Governments will do more 
than anything else at present to de- 
feat the purposes of the Emperor of 
Germany to paralyze and if possible 
to overthrow the Provisional Govern- 
ment. 


And there is nothing we can sup- 


ply so readily. 
The money masters 


of the country have no doubt about 
the instant success of a bond issue of 
live billions of which three would be 
for our allies, and half of this might 
well be advanced to Russia to keep 
the armies of freedom in the field 
and supplied with all the munitions 
they can use. 
The buyers 
of 
the 


bonds would get 3 Vz per cent., and 
the United States would be the secur- 
ty. No one questions the ability of- 
our Government to pay the interest 
and sink the bonds of a far greater 
oan than that, issued in installments. 


With money in its chest the Pro- 


visional Government can not 
only 


•ceep its army supplied, but it can 
meet the sinister efforts of the Ger- 
man Government to cultivate dlscon- 
ent and disorder in the country. The 
United States, which first 
demon- 


strated the practicability of govern- 
ment of the people and by the peo- 
ple for the people, must finance the 
people of Russia who have thrown' 
off czarism and are menaced by 
kaiserism.
